The Land ot Horse. 


A correspondent writes: The mo- 
ment you enter the Blue Grass re- 
gion you hear nothing but horse talk. 
The whole section dives upon pedi- 
grees. The stable-boys banter pedi- 
crees ina nomenclature of their own. 

‘he men utter pedigrees with a 
volubility like the flowing of a never 
ending stream. Even the ladies of 
polite society will chatter pedigrees, 
and talk as fluently of sire and dam 
as ifthey bad received their accom- 
me weg: in the precincts of the 

reeding portions of the stock 
farms. Everywhere it is horse, 
mare, filly, foal, gelding. The 
tables are swarming with them, the 
streets are alive with them, the fields 


_are dotted with them like the cattle 


on a thousand hilis; and the visitor, 
even though he came merely to see, 
has a secretiveness and obstinacy 
more profound than the mysteries of 
a Sphinx if be does not buy before he 
comes aware some little equine speci- 
men for which he has no earthly use. 
There is a certain Freemasonry or 
brotherly love among the horse deal- 
ers of Kentucky. If one breeder has 
nothing in the horse line to answer 
your demands, he will furnish you 
with a saddle horse and accompany 
vou for miles around the neighbor- 
hood to inspect stock which beis sure 
willjust suit your fancy. ‘Their houses 
are thrown open to yeur entertain- 
medt. The rarest wine of corn and 
the freshest of mint, and the richest 
of Alderney cream and the tenderest 
of spring chickens are offered, with 
princely generosity, to feed the 
flame of your horse fever, which 
must not be allayed till you have left 
your money behiud you on some of 
the stock farms. ‘This is the logic of 
all the atten.ions and pedigrees and 
horse enthusiasm, and it is wonder- 
ful how the interest is kept up year 
after year, and how thesurplus funds 
of our wealthy horse fanciers are 
poured, with an increasing volume, 
into the coffers of the Biue Grass 


regions.

The Power of the Electric Laight. 

The most powerful artificial light 
at present in existence is that em- 
ployed for tlhe great lighthouse of 
Souter Point on the coast of England, 
nearthe mouth oftheTyne. On both 
banksorthis river there is an im- 
mense number of manufactories of 
all kinds, the smoke from which un- 
der the influence of the west wind, 
seriously obstructs the approaches 
from thesea. Fogs at this part of 
the const are also frequent; and the 
problem of light-house illumination 
required that lightsuch should be se- 
cured as would penetrate through 
any slight fog or haze, it having been 
generally acknowledged that not 
even the sunlight itself can penetrate 
an ordinary dense fog. The electric 
light established at Souter Point is 
considered to be equal in power to 
80,090 standard candles, being eight 


times as powerful as the best 
American fixed lights. The elec- 
tric spark pusses between slen- 
der pencils of earbon, which 
are themselves consumed at 
the rate of about one inch 


per hour. The electric cur- 
rent is generated by two of Prof. 
Holmes’s patent rotary magneto- 
electric machines, driven by steam 


engines of six-horse power. The 
number of revolutions made by each 
machine is 400 per minute and 12,000 


sparks pass per minute when both 
machines are at work. Thesesparks 
are, of course, formed so rapidly that 
the eye does not separate them, and 
the result is an intense beam of light, 
so dazzling thatthe eye of a person 
within the lantern cannot rest upon 
them for an instant without intense 
pain. As observed from a distance of 
several tiles, this light is so bright as 
to cast a well detined shadow upon 
the ueck of a vessel. 

Four AND ONE-HALF Days TO 
ENGLAND.—Itis said that a steamer 
running twenty-one miles an hour 
ean go from the coast of Nova Scotia 
to the British coast in four an one- 
halfdays. This fact is taken hold of 
by a London paper to urge the pro- 
ject of establishing a line of steamers 
on that route for carryiag passengers 
only, as freight connot) be economi- 
cally shipped thereby. At present 
the ocean voyage occupies nine or 
ten days, and all the steamers carry 
freights, oo Which they mainly de- 
pend for theirincome. It is doubt- 
ful if a line for passenger traflic alone 
would pay expenses, butit is an ex- 
periment that will probably be es- 
saved. 


Tuk MOON AND METEOROLOGICAL 
PHENOMENA.—The influence of the 
moon on metorvlogical phenomena 
has been investigated by Marchand, 
who has taken asa basis the years 
1853 to 1872, and has also studied the 
distribution of storms from the year 
1785 to 1872. With respect to this 
latter subject he finds that on the 
20th, 14th, and 15th days ef the lun- 
armonths storms are particularly 
prevalent; andon the 6th, 20th and 
“4th days they are least preyalent. 
In general, the evidence points to 
the conclusion that no lunar influ- 
eiceis plaiuly perceptible. 

THE RASCAL HussAak.—Col. Val- 
entine Baker, who has been convict- 
ed in England of committing an in- 
decent assault upon a young English 
lady, belongs to the Hussars, is a 
friend of the Prince of Wales, and 
ranks as a swell of the first water. He 
was sentenced to twe!ve months im- 
prisonment, £500 fine, and to pay the 
costs of prosecution. There seems to 
be one country in the world in which 
high positions do not screen offenders 
from merited punishment.

The present lockout in Lancashire 
is one ofthe most extensive that 
has occured since the famous ‘Long 
Strike.’’ The suspension of opera- 
tions is one of the mixed and mutual 
sort, the operativesin some cases 
having resolved to strike unless their 
terms were acveded to, while in 
others the employers had given 
notice that the mills would be closed 
in case the operatives did not form- 
ally accept the terms proposed. 
Oldham is the scene of the greatest 
disturbance to business interest at 
present, but as it is distant only six 
miles Northeast from Manchester, 
and is, in fact, little more than a 
suburb of that great manufacturing 
city, itis probable that the suspen- 
sion will soon extend to Manchester 
itself. Oldham hasa_ popniation of 
some 85,000, is situated in the centre 
ofa very rich coal field, and its 
growth is of quite recent date. Of 
the one hundred and sixty-two mills 
inandnearthe town, all but six 
have, according to last night’s dis- 
patches, cea operations, and the 
number of operatives thrown out of 
employment cannot be less than 15,- 
000, involving a population of proba- 
bly 50,000 who are dependent upon the 
suspended establishments for sup- 
port. Cotton spinning isthe leading 
industry of Oldham, but there are 
also in the town manufactories of 
velveteens, corduroys, hats, brass and 
iron castings, rope and leather. The 
present lookout will doubtless affect 
only the cotton spinning estabiish- 
ments, and such others as consume 
large quantities of cotton fabrics in 
turning out their special products.— 
Ashton-under-Lyne, the other con- 
siderable town which has already 
been affected by the lookout, is prac- 
tically, like Oldham, a suburb of 
Manchester, being only six miles 
distant, tothe east of southeast. It 
has a population of about 35,000. Its 
factories for cotton spinuing and 
weaving, and for calico printing and 
other branches of the manufacture 
of cotton goods, give employment to 
more than 15,000 operatives. A dis- 
patch from London states that fifty 
of the mills had been closed, thus 
throwing'out of emplopment 8,000 op- 
eratives, upon whom ure dependent 
not lesss than 25,000 people. 

Thirty-one mills have also been 
closed at Dundee, by which twelve 
thousand persons are thrown out of 
employment. Dundee is a seaport 
town of Forforshire, Scotland, on the 
left bank of the estuary of the Tay, 
thirty-six miles north-northeast of 
Edinburgh. In 1871 it had a popula- 
tion of 119,000, Its principal manu- 
factures are these of coarse linen fab- 
rics, in which over twenty-five thous- 
and hands are employed, and of jute, 
in both of which products it exceeds 
any other place in Great Britian. It 
has also extensive manufactures of 
gloves and leather, while shipbuild- 
ing is extensively carried on in both 
iron and wood. There has been no 
recent intimation ef manufacturing 
difficulties in this section of the Uui- 
ted Kingdow,and the lockout just an- 
noun indicates that the entire 
country is possibly on the verge of a 
labor crisis.

The O°Connell Centennial—the Suf- 
ferers to Tourists frem the Letters 
of Credit trom Duncan, Sherman & 
Co, 


Lonpon Aug. 5.—10,000 stangers 
arrived at Dublin yesterday toattend 
the O’Connell Centennial. 

The officials of the Union Bank 
say no arrangement have been made 
with that institution for the redemp- 
tion of Danean, Sherman & Co.’s 
letters of credit at hands of travellers. 


Negotiations therefor have been 
pending since the failure, but 
have not been completed and 
the longer are post- 


poned there is less probability of 
successful result. 

Letters received here from Am- 
ericans in Paris say that over one 
thousand holders of the suspended 
firm letters of evedit have been heard 
from in Germany alone. Many of 
them are utterly destitute of funds 
and have been compelled 
to apply to local authorities or to the 
American Consuls for relief. One 
lady, a teacher of Massachusetts, had 
but 30 frances in money when she 
heard of the failure. 
and English le where she was 
sufficient funds 
to pay her expenses to Hamburg, 
from which place she took steerage 
passage home. Appeals for aid from 
persons holding these letters come 
from all directions. A document 
stating these facts and denouncing 
the house is preparing for publica- 
tion.

The Effects of the Stormsand Floods 
in the West. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 4.— A dispatch 
from Terre Haute says the Wabash 
river is steadily falling. The rail- 
ways began transferring passengers 
and mails can get through to-mor- 
row, At Seymour the Ohio and 
Mississippi bridge is gone and sever- 
al washouts on that road besides. 

This city appeared to be the center 
of the storm extending about 100 
miles in each directio }. 

The total damage to the rail roads, 
crops and private property in this 
Congressional District is estimated at 
$10,000,000, 


The Condition ofthe Mississippi Rive 
er, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The Mis- 
sissippi is eight inches above the dan- 
ger line at Helena and has risen an 
inch at Memphis, two inches at 
Vicksburg and 9 inches at Cairo. It 
has fallen 11 inehes at St. Louis. 


MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


Western Floods. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—During 
Friday and Saturday the dangers of 
high water will increase in the lower 
Mississippi between Cairo and Vicks- 
burg. Special river report 7:56 p. m.: 

During the past twenty-four hours 
the Ohio river has risen twenty eight 
inches at Cincinnati, two feet at 
Louisville, one foot at Evansville 
and ten and one half feet at Paducah 
where it is now four feet and 
three inches below the danger 
line. It is from two to four feet above 
the danger line at Louisville and 
at Cincinnati has fallen and is now 
below the danger line at Marietta 
and Pittsburgh. The Mississippi has 
risen six inches at Cairo, twoat Mem- 


his, and is rising at Vicksburg but — 


1a8 fallen one foot at St. Louis and 5 
inches at Warsaw. Itis now 4 feet 
and half above the danger line at 
Cairo and ten inches above at Hele- 
na. It is one foot below the danger 
line at Memphis and one foot and 
ten inches below at Vicksburg. The 
Missouri has fallen slightly at all 
stations. The Cumberland has risen 
6 inches at Nashville. 

The floods will increase in the 
Lower Ohio and Central Mississippi 
during Friday and Saturday. Heavy 
Jocal rains are reported from the wes- 
tern portions of Tennessee and 
Kentucky and Southern Indiana. 


Troubles withthe Chinese. 


SaAN Francisco, Aug 5.—Thé 
City of Pekin arrived from Hong 
Kong July 15th and Yokohama 15. 
There had been renewed assaults 
upon foreigners in Pekin. The last 
attack was made on an attachee of 
the German legation, who while on 
a scientific expedition with some 
companions forty miles from the 
capital, was severely beaten and rob- 
bed of valuable astronomical instru- 
ments. Negotiations between Japan 
and Corea assumed a less friendly 
character than before. 

Many Japanese officials have been 
recalled from that country. A rumor 
of impending war is prevalent, but 
thus far there has been no such de- 
cision by the Japanese Government. 


Floods in the Mississippi. 


Aug. 5.—Heavy rains 

revail. Plantations and Islands 

os. 10 and 35 are submerged at New 
Madrid. The ffood is running 
through sunken land at St. Francis 
Valley. The river here is rising 
steadily and slowly, encroaching on 
exposed plantations. Crevasse De- 
soto front is repaired. A dispatch 
from Pine Bluffsays the river rose 
six inchesthis morning within four 
feet of high water. ‘Telegraph from 
Little Rock reports another rise with 
twenty-five feet on gauge. 


Escape of Parker.
